THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

The reader of the Message will be sure 
to run his eye hastily over its first half—the 
usual account of the condition of our for- 
eign relations, &.—to come upon that 
theme which now occupies the thoughts 
and taxes the ingenuity of every man in 
the land—the relation of the Slavery Ques- 
tion to the War. If he is loyal, preferring 
the preservation of the Union and the vin- 
dication of the Constitution to all else, he 
will be gratified by the position that the 
President has assumed. It is, in our own 
language and in brief, this: 

I have obeyed nd executed such laws as 
Cengress has made. 

If Congress should deem it wise to pass 
a new and more comprehensive act for con- 
fiscating the property (slaves) of rebels, I. 
will assent to it. 

The Union must be preserved at all haz- 
ards; and to preserve it, if Slavery must 
go, let it go. 

We must not be in haste to say that ex- 
traordinary measures must Le adopted ; but 
when the necessity for such is apparent, let 
us have them. 

Such is our reading of the few and preg- 
nant sentences in which the bearing of the 
Slavery question upon our national affairs 
is discussed. These assertions and the cog- 
nate recommendation that the confiscated 
blacks be colonized in some place of genial 
climate, at the expense of the Government, 
are the sum total of what our Chief Magis- 
trate has to say. Weare not disappointed.

Let this statement be compared 
with distances on the map, and it will be seen 
that our Federal troops in Gen. Thomas's ar- 
iny after crossing and recrossing eight coun- 
ties, and one jutndred and eighty miles of heavy 
winter roads, are now near their old place,

Nor is it denied 
that there is, and probably always will be, a 
relation between labor and capital, producing 
mutual benefit.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


|Special Di«pateh to the Chicago Tribune.) 
Wasuuteron, December 8, 1561. 
Advices from Fortress Monroe bring 4 de- 
nial of the Government dispatches received 
from Richmond on Monday, that the rebel 
Capital had been removed from Richmond to 
Nashville. Spies say that intense excitement 
was caused at Richmond by the decision, and 
this may have caused the change in purpus. 
There are from 15,000 to 20,000 troups at 
Richmond. 
Eight thousand five hundred men from Fitz 
Jobn Porter's, Smith's, and McCall's 
to-day attempted to cut off the body of about 
2,000 rebel cavalry who have recently, from 
time to thme, appeared in the vicinity of Han- 
ter’s Hill, but the rebels had fled. Only a 
small picket force of about twenty was diseov- 


ered. 

The bill to be imtrodaced by Senator 
Trumball, of Ilinols, provides for abso- 
lute forfeiture of all property of rebels who 
are beyond the reach of Federal proeess. All 
preperty in insurrectionary districts to be 
seized and appropriated by the military pow- 
ers, and that found in the districts where it 
can be reached by legal process te be confis- 
eated through the courts. All the proceeds 
of property confiscated, after payment of ex- 
pense, and just claims of loyal creditors, to be 
applied to the reimbursement of loyal citi- 
zens despolled of their property by the rebels, 
apd the balance to paying the expenses of 
suppressing insurrection. 

_ The rebel owners of slaves are to forfeit all 
their rights to them, the negroes to become free, 
and {tis made the duty of the President to 
provide for their colonization so far as they 
may be willing to go In some tropical country, 
where they can have the protection of the 
Government, and be secured in their rights as 
freemen.

The article points out the disadvantages of 
all volunteer and military systems, and em- 
pbatically declares that the North is united 
more and more thoroughly by every defeat and 
sactifice.

One of the Camp Ph we, 
ites who coulda’t get off, was arrested on 
Fourth street, and sent to the uiilitary prison, 
for cheering for Jeff. Davis. 

The iron clad gundoats Louisville and Cor- 
ondelet leave to-night for Cairo. Their ma- 
chinery is not yet finished, but fee and low 
water is feared if they delay. 

Large numbers of families of refugees from 
the vicinity of Springfield have been arriving 
continually all day, in the most destitute con- 
dition. As no organized attempt has been 
made to relieve their wants their suffering is 
intense. They crowd the warchouses and are 
fed by piteous appeals to hotel keepers. 
About 260,mostly women and ehildren, nearly 
naked, sleep in the calaboose to-night by per- 
misston of the Chief of Police. Their appear- 
ance on the street is shocking in the extreme.

THE FARM. 


The introduction of the movable comb hive 
gave a new impetus to honey raising in this 
country. Men who never before succeeded 
with a swarm of bees, became successful apia- 
rians. Patent hives were multiplied beyond 
precedent; but they all contained the magic 
frames. The whole business was revolution- 
ized, though we have good reasons for belley- 
ing that the venders of new hives did not reap 
their accustomed harvest. Men pat frames in- 
to their old hives, or made new ones for them- 
selves, There wae no longer a monopoly of 
the business. Several bad honey seasons in- 
tervened; but still the production of honey 
steadily increased. The old story of prairie 
winds was dressed up anew ; but it was found 
that bees could gather honey-on the prairies 
just o¢ wellas any place else. With all this 
increased production there was an increased 
demand, so that the price was fully sustained. 

In 1859, and while men were stil! wondering 
at the great change which had been wrought, 
a new impetus was given to the trade by the 
introduction of the Italian bee. It is yet too 
early to pass Judgment on the merits of this 
new variety. There is no doubt that the mat- 
ter of praise has been overdone. We have 
proofs that they multiply and that they make 
honey; but that they multiply faster than the 
old variety, that they make more honey, that 
they consume less, that they stand the cil- 
mate better,—these things can only be estib- 
lished by the experience of years. Give the 
new comers a fair triai; bat do not put away 
the aborigines. Pamphlets filled with certi- 
ficates, paid puffs In agricultural journals, as- 
scrtions of interested parties,—demand better 
proofs than any of these. Nevertheless, this 
Italian bee excitement, even; if it should 
establish the superiority of the common bee, 
has attracted the attention of thocsends, who, 
perhaps, could not be reached in any other 
way, and who, having once tried bees of any 
kind in movable comb hives, will not give 
them vp. It will initiate thousands into the 
art of bee keeping, and greatly increase the 
production of honey. 

When Dr. Livingston was if Central Africa, 
he fonnd ewarms of becs around every hat, 
Honey was as common there as molasses is 
bere. Beeswax was their principal article of 
export. It was no uncommon thing for one 
hive tosend out tem swarms in a single sea- 
They very rarely perished for lack of 
food; bat the ravages of the moth were more 
destractive than in Scotiand or England. The 
French settlers in Northern Africa bear wit- 
ness to the same marvelous increase of swarms. 
The same thing occurs in the arable portions 
of Arabia, and perhaps in India and China, 
Similar reports from Australia were at first 
dishbelieved ; but they have been amply sub- 
stantiated. And now California, land of mar- 
vels, claims a front rank in bee raising.
